At 5110 pm on January 24, 1949, I advised ASAC Lally of Baltimore 
'*that Speciel Assistant to the AG'Donegan intends to subpoena WILLIAM SPIEGEL 
and his wife, ANNA SUFFMAN SPIBlEL? for appearance before, the New York 
Federal Grend Jury on January 27th* I inquired of Mr. Lally as to whether 
the SPIEGELe had been interviewed by Baltimore agents inasmuch as if they 
• have not been, the interviews could be held in abeyance until January 25th, 
at which time, if agreeable with the Bureau, the Baltimore agen tsctwld ~ 
also serve the subpoenas; that Donegan intended calling PEYTON FOHlr^f the 
Department, instructing him to instruct the attorneys at Baltimore to issue 
the necessary subpoenas. Mr. Lally stated that Mrs. SPIEGEL has already been 
interviewed and the agents are presently enroute to the office with WILLIAM 
. SPIEGEL to interview him. I told Mr. Lally that I would check with Donegan 
iranediately to see if he intended calling PEYTON FORD At once. 



Subsequently, I called Mr. Lally and advised him that Donegan was 
unavailable and accordingly, they should proceed with the interview and for- 
get about the subpoena unless I called them back* 



On the morning of January 25th, Mr. Donegan advised SA J. M. 

Kelly that he did not desire the agents to serve subpoenas on the SPIEGELs

CHAMBERSnas furnished the following information relative to 
an apartment used by the Russian Espionage apparatus with whioh he was 
associated: 



"About six months to a year after I became associated with the 
underground apparatus (presumably this would be early 1933 or thereabouts) 

I was taken to an apartment on Gay Street in Greenwich Village. I believe 
that this address was 9 Gay Street. In any event Gay Street is a very 
short street and the apartment was located somewhere on that street*..***** 
This was a browns tone house and the entranoe, as I reoall it, was below 
the street level, probably about two or three steps. I have some haty 
reoolleotion that a Negro family lived on the street floor of this building. 
The apartment whioh I will desoribe later was either on the seoond or third 
floor. I recall quite distinctly the stairs leading to it were very oreaky. 
The door leading into the apartment entered direotly into the main room 
whioh in itself was fairly small* At the rear of this room was a bath- 
room whioh probably at some previous date had been a large closet. There 
were no windows in this room but it did oontain a toilet bowl, washstand 
and a bath-tub. 



"In connection with the main room there was a fireplaoe on the 
wall opposite to the entranoe to this room. There was another door leading 
into a small side room, whioh door was on the same wall as the entranoe 
door but towards the front of the room. I recall that there were two or 
three windows in the front of the house that overlooked Gay Street. 



"As to the furnishings in the room, the main room contained an"" 
iron oouoh that was oovered with some oheap material.

"When I first came to this apartment the room in (the) back 
of the building was unoccupied* However, sometime thereafter a Russian 
woman, who I never met or talked to, moved into this room and, as I 
later learned, lived there for a short period of time* I understand 
that her ^ob was to watch the apartment while the apparatus people 
were not present* I do not know whether the Russian woman brought 
furniture with her or whether the room had been furnished prior to her 
arrival # 






L was told at some subsequent period by John Sherman that 
h® had r$ifz9 d or leased the Gay Street apartment from a Negro named 



Harris It was my understanding that Harris was a New York Sohool 
teacher and -sympathetic with the Communist Party but was not a Communist, 
Nevertheless, I understood that Harris knew that he was renting the 
apartment to an under ground apparatus. No one lived permanently in 
the Gay Street apartment. It was used as a work shop for the apparatus 
in ways whioh I will desoribe hereinafter," 



CHAMBERS thereafter stated that the Gay Street apartment was 
used exclusively as a photographio work shop and especially in connection/ 
with seamen oourier activities during the 1933 and 1934 period. He ‘in- 

stated that his knowledge of the apartment extended over a period of 
about one year. At a point near the end of 1933 or early in 1934 it 
was feared by the apparatus that the apartment was being watohed. Some 
time later CHAMBERS was told by his superior that the apartment had 
been abandoned.

From the 
description furnished by SWITZ it appears that HENRY was also known to 
CHAMBERS in connection with the seamen oourier operation. It appears 
that SWITZ knew HENRY in 1932 and CHAMBERS met him sometime later in

The information relative to HENRY is set forth merely for 
information. He is not known to have had any connection with the Gay 
Street apartment. It would appear that they were both used by the same 
apparatus, however.

CHAMBERS has furnished the following information conoerning 
one SAM SHOYET end his daughter, AZIA SHOYET: •*

"It is my reoollection that the 'Daily Worker* had no faoilities 
for printing the paper. This work, so far as I know, was let out to an 
independent oontraotor located, as far as I know, in the sane building 
as the 'Daily Worker' offioe (previously described by Chambers as being 
looated in 1927 on East 9th Street just off 2nd Avenue, New York City)***** 
I would from time to time oirculate about the Linotype Room and got to 
know some of the men fairly well and they liked me,. While so 
engaged I became acquainted with SAM SHOYET, the assistant foreman of 
the oompany that was doing the linotyping. I knew Shoyet to be a member 
of the Communist Party and I recall that on one or two oooasions, while 
in conversation with him, he remarked that he had lived in Paris and 
Tokyo, I recall asking him how he got along in those oities and he 
merely remarked that he followed his trade as a printer. 



"Some years later when I was talking to Dr. Philip Rosenbliett, 
he informed me that Sam Shoyet was a Russian agent who, sometime in the 
1930's, was sent as a Soviet agont to Mukden, Manchuria; that Shoyet 's 



daughter, Asia, a bacteriologist who studied at Hunter College, had been 
sent at approximately the same time to Vladivostok, probably to join 
her father in some Soviet espionage work. Upon learning this from Dr. 
Rosenbliett, I immediately surmised that Shoyet* s work in Paris and Tokyo 
had probably been on behalf of the Soviet Government. My best reoolleotion

With reference to Mr. Leo Laughlin's previous call fit the 
noon of January 25th, requesting that the Bureau be advised today (1/25/49) 
as to who had been interviewed in this case, pursuant to certain Bureau

At the request of Assistant to the Attorney General THOMAS DCNB3AN, 
the writer together with Special Agent Lawrence W. Splllane Interviewed 
HORACE ALTON INGRAM it this Office today, 

Mr. INGRAM had previously appeared before the Grand Jury and 
he was questioned immediately following his presence in the Grand Jury 
Room. \ 

At the outset of this interview it was pointed out to Mr. INGRAM 
that the interviewing Agents were Veil aware of the story that he had 
previously told to Agents of the F.B.I. in Atlanta, Georgia and he was 
also told that the Agents were aware >^hat he had Just testified before the 
Grand Jury. He was ssked if there was, anything that he wished to add 
to the testimony that he had previous!^ given or if there w8s anything that 
he wished to clarify. He stated that there was nothing further that he 
wished to add and he reiterated the fact^hat the Information he had 
previously given was the truth. He was tW^n shown the full length picture 
of ALGER HISS that was taken at/the F.B.I. Office immediately following 
the arraignment of AIC.ER HlS^n December 16, 1948 and he was asked if 
this was the same individual whom he had met \n Washir^ton in 1937 and 
who had approached him to do errands for him. N^fter looking at the 
picture for a few minutes, he stated that this definitely was not the 
same individual. He was then shown the full facd, and side face picture 
of ALGER HISS that was taken on December 16, 1948 immediately following 
the arraignment of AIG15R HISS and INGRAM again stated that this individual 
did not appear to be the same as the individual he had previously mentioned.

INORATf further stated that the individual whom ho thinks may be 
AIGER HISS spoke with a foreign accent. He was questioned as to whether 
he meant foreign in that it was the accent of an individual from a country 
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other than the United States and he advised that that was the fact* 
He was then asked if he believed the tely individual who approached 
him in 1937 in Washington, U. c* was of pm ish extraction* lb this 
he replied that the tall Individual who Approached him in 1937 in 
Washington, &. C, was in all probability Jewish or Italian because 
t this individual was dark skinned and hfd very black hair*

INGRAM insisted that the picture thpt he'had observed in 
the newspapers showing ALGER and DCNAIL HlS^en taring the Court House 
at the time the publicity first appeared inthe newspapers appeared to 
him to be the same individual as th£ one who approached him in Washington. 

INGRAM again was questioned as to his reputation for being a 
drinker and he readily admitted that he had the reputation for being a 
bit of a drinker* He was asked if at any time he had ever been in any 
institution or hospital. He stated that on one occasion in the late 
1930's his father had had him committed to a farm in Georgia for 
drunkenness. He stated that his father did this in order to try to 
cure him of hie habit of habitual drunkenness* He advised that the 
only other time he was in a hospital was in 1945 when he was in a 
veteran's hospital because of a heart Condition and a bad stomach* 

At the conclusion of the interview, Mr* INGRAM was escorted « r\ iV, 
by the Agents to the 14th floor where he was turned over to the guard 
who stated that he would Inform Mr* DONEGAN that we had completed the i) t. 
interview with INGRAM. ^ 
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A perusal of the statement taken from Y/HITTAKER CKAMBEJ 
^numerous names of individuals highly placed and active in the CommA 
during the time that CHAMBERS was associated with the Party* While these 
narnes are not of particular importance in the ourrent espionage investigation 
unless their activities were of an espionage nature, they are important 
.from the standpoint of Comrunis t investigations and particularly in connection 
with the DEICOM program. We are following up immediately on those individuals 
mentioned by CHAMBERS who may be part of the espionage activities of the Party. 
However, we should not forget to likewise follow up in the Communist Section 
on the present activities of the other -individuals mentioned by CHAMBERS as 
highly active in the Communist Party, (in connection with this, at such tine 
as the statement has bj>es? completed, the agents interviewing CHAMBERS should 
go over the statement and ascertain from CHAMBERS the latest information in 
his possession as to the addresses and current activities of these Individuals 
in the Party. This will save us considerable work in following up on their

this is to advise that Mr. CHAMBERS was questioned and stated 
that he has only seen the documents developed from the "pumpkin film" once 
and that>vas at the Commodore Hotel in NYC. It was shown to him by the HCUA 
(STRIPLING, NIXON, McDCWELL, APPEL, WANDEL and probably WHEELER). He stated 
'that he only saw the documents a short time and that they were rather in- 
distinct. He believes that at that time someone questioned him relative to 
the "Navy angle". Mr. CHAMBERS stated that, to best of his knowledge, the 
Navy documents came to him from the Bureau of Standards through WARD PIG.VAN 
He continued "The more I think of it the more I feel that probably all these 
documents that I saw (at the Commodore) came from the bureau of Standards 
i through WARD PIGMAN— -it is possible that some may have come from WADLEIGH 
and RENO"* The committee records, Mr. CHAMBERS stated, would indicate 
what he had stated at the time concerning these documents. However, he 
s tated definitely that he never had any contact in the Navy Department nor 
did he ever hear that the apparatus had any such contact* 
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t At 5:50 pm on January 26, Mr. H. B. Fletcher of thetcjreau re- 

* f erred to the pumpkin film documents developed from film turned vp by 
CHAMBERS in the pumpkin on his Maryland farm. Mr. Fletcher advised that 
some of these documents pertain to Navy activities* The Navy assarts that 
these particular documents pertaining to Navy material came from the Bureau 
. of Standards and not from the Navy itself. Mr. Fletcher requested that we 
ask CHAMBERS if these documents came from the Bureau of Standards through 
PIGMAK who was CHAMBERS 1 contact at the bureau of Standards, or whether 
CHAMBERS obtained them through some contact in the Navy Department. * A be 
Navy is concerned to be sure that there is no leak in the Navy Department 
through which CHAMBERS was able to obtsin these documents.
